Very  few  art  objects  of  the  early  first  century  a.d.  in  Britain  have  survived.  It  is 
to  the  coins  that  we  must  look  to  see  and  appreciate  the  flowering  of  Celtic  and 
Romano-celtic  art. 

These  small  coins,  often  no  more  than  a  centimetre  in  diameter  were  mainly 
struck  in  bronze  although  rare  examples  in  silver  and  gold  are  known. 

Principally  struck  at  the  mints  of  Colchester  and  St.  Albans  (Camulodunum  and 
Verulamium)  they  bear  the  names  of  Tasciovanus,  (c.  20  b.c.-a.d.  10)  the  first  king 
of  the  Catuvellauni  to  place  his  name  on  coins  and  incidentally  quite  unknown  to 
history,  and  also  that  of  his  son,  Cunobclin  (c.  a.d.  10-40)  who  became  an  ally  of 
Augustus  and  about  wThom  quite  a  lot  is  known. 

The  coins  display  a  wdde  variety  of  types ;  some  are  derived  purely  from  Celtic 
mythology  while  others  clearly  show  the  increasing  influence  of  Rome.  We  can  only 
look  in  admiration  upon  these  coins  which  continue  to  astonish  and  delight  the  eye. 

The  coin  illustrated  on  the  front  cover  is  the  reverse  of  E78  in  this  Bulletin ,  and 
depicts  a  human  headed,  winged  sphinx  with  the  legend  tascio. 
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TWO  OVERSTRUCK  COINS  LINKING  HERMAEUS, 
GONDOPHARES  AND  KUJULA  KADPHISES

Three  important  peoples,  the  Indo-Greeks,  the  Indo-Parthians  and  the  Kushans 
competed  for  control  over  districts  bordering  the  north-west  frontier  during  the 
decades  around  the  time  of  Christ’s  birth.  The  two  overstruck  copper  coins  presented 
here  provide  links  between  these  three  peoples;  links  that  should  be  taken  into  account 
when  assessing  their  inter-relationships. 


The  first  coin  is  a  debased  copper  tetradrachm  of  Hermaeus  overstruck  by 
Gondophares  and  weighing  9.30  grammes.  The  undertypes  of  Hermaeus  are  reason¬ 
ably  well  preserved.  The  posterior  part  of  Hermaeus’  head  and  the  adjacent  title 
BA27IAEQT  are  visible  on  one  side  of  the  coin  while  the  back  of  the  throne  upon 
which  Zeus  is  seated  and  part  of  Zeus  are  apparent  on  the  new  obverse.1  This  issue 
of  Hermaeus  is  common  and  was  probably  struck  posthumously  in  Arachosia,2  the 
province  that  comprised  the  south-east  Afghan  plateau.  The  new  coin  types  depict 
the  bust  of  Gondophares  on  the  obverse  and  a  standing  figure  of  winged  Victory 
holding  a  wreath  on  the  reverse.3  This  issue  is  also  common  and  also  appears  to  have 
been  struck  in  Arachosia.4  If  both  issues  were  struck  in  the  same  district  then  the 
overstrike  is  evidence  that  Gondophares  succeeded  Hermaeus  or  his  anonymous 
successor;  at  all  events  the  Hermaeus  undertype  cannot  have  been  struck  later  than 
the  reign  of  Gondophares. 
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The  second  coin  was  overstruck  at  about  the  same  period  but  in  a  different  context. 
It  is  a  copper  tetradrachm  of  Gondophares  overstruck  by  Kujula  Kadphises  and 
weighing  9.70  grammes.  The  designs  of  the  original  issue  are  less  easily  seen  but  quite 
clearly  identifiable.  The  tie  behind  Gondophares  bust  and  the  pendants  hanging  from 
it  can  be  seen  on  one  side  of  the  coin.  The  head  of  winged  Victory  and  the  wreath  she 
holds,  together  with  the  adjacent  parts  of  the  Karosthi  legend  Maharajasa  ( Guda - 
pharnasa  tra )  tarasa  are  visible  on  the  other  side.5  The  overstruck  coin  types  of 
Kujula  Kadphises  depict  a  bust  on  the  obverse  with  an  imitation  Hermaeus  legend 
around  combined  with  Kujula’s  common  Hercules  reverse  type  within  a  Karosthi 
legend  naming  himself.6  The  Gondophares  and  Kujula  coin  types  are  both  common 
but  whereas  the  Gondophares  issue  belongs  to  the  Arachosian  series  the  Kujula  issue 
is  typical  of  the  Kabul  valley  and  north-west  Pakistan.7  This  overstrike  shows  that 
Gondophares  conquered  the  south-east  Afghan  plateau  before  Kujula  Kadphises 
ceased  ruling  in  adjacent  provinces. 

Photographs  of  the  overstruck  coins  are  enlarged  to  twice  natural  size  in  the 
accompanying  plate.  The  other  coins,  illustrated  natural  size,  are  orientated  to 
facilitate  visualisation  of  the  undertypes. (*)

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CONTINENTAL  BRONZE  COINS  IN  NINETEENTH 

CENTURY  BRITAIN 

SOME  PEDAGOGIC  TESTIMONY

A  five  centime  piece  of  the  Second  Empire  minted  at  Paris  (“a”  under 
reverse  Eagle  is  the  Paris  mintmark).  Other  French  mints  striking  at  this 
time  were  Strasbourg  (“bb”)  and  Bordeaux  (“k”).  The  coin  is  typical  of 
European  bronze  pieces  circulating  in  Britain  as  halfpennies. 

A  few  years  ago  Mr.  J.  Gavin  Scott  contributed  to  the  Bulletin  a  series  of  papers 
on  the  circulation  of  European  bronze  coins  as  advertisement  tickets  in  late  Victorian 
England.1  Mr.  Scott’s  prime  concern  was  with  the  countermarked  bronze  coins 
which  were  such  a  feature  of  the  eighteen-eighties  and  which  he  has  so  tellingly  made 
a  study  of  his  own.2  In  putting  these  advertisement  tickets  in  their  historical  context, 
however,  he  duly  emphasised  the  already  existing  acceptance  of  unmarked  foreign 
bronze  as  small  change,  a  phenomenon  which  readily  paved  the  way  to  their  wholesale 
exploitation  as  an  advertising  medium  and  indeed  was,  in  large  measure,  a  pre¬ 
determinant  of  the  “craze”. 

The  acceptance  of  foreign  coin  as  small  change — and  here  there  is  an  instructive 
comparison  with  the  earlier  copper  trade  tokens  in  Britain — had  no  legal  basis 
although  they  were  not  specifically  declared  illegal  by  the  government  until  a  very 
late  stage  in  their  usage.3  The  appearance  of  continental  bronze  currency  on  the  local 
British  scene  arose  directly  out  of  the  country’s  changeover  in  December  1860  from 
a  copper  to  a  bronze  coinage,  the  difficulties  both  of  production  and  distribution 
that  attended  the  change  and,  as  with  the  trade  tokens,  the  government’s  seemingly 
torpid  response  to  the  resulting  problems.  To  be  fair,  of  course,  the  mass  production 
of  bronze  coinage  on  a  tight  time  scale  was  a  new  experience  for  the  Mint  and  it  was 
to  be  a  number  of  years  before  all  the  obstacles  were  overcome.  For  some  considerable 
time  the  demand  for  small  change  could  not  be  met  adequately  even  though  the 
Mint  subcontracted  part  of  the  new  coinage  intermittently  to  the  Birmingham  coining 
firms  of  Boulton  and  Watt  and  Ralph  Heaton  and  Sons.4  Indeed,  it  may  be  argued 
that  the  Mint  from  the  outset  recognised  some  of  the  problems  it  would  have  to  face. 
Originally,  it  had  been  intended  that  the  old  copper  would  cease  to  be  legal  tender  on 
the  introduction  of  the  new  bronze  coinage.  Tacitly,  however,  the  strict  illegality  of 
the  copper  was  ignored  and  it  was  allowed  to  continue  side  by  side  with  the  new 
bronze.  The  Cardiff  Times ,  a  typical  mid-century  provincial  newspaper  bore  witness 
to  the  situation:  .  .  there  cannot  be,  for  a  year  or  two  at  least,  sufficient  bronze  coin 
struck  to  supply  the  place  of  the  copper.  There  is  nothing  for  it,  therefore,  but  to 
allow  both  copper  and  bronze  to  circulate  together  for  that  time”.5  Even  the  Cardiff 
Times  was  over-optimistic  in  the  event,  however,  because  the  old  coin  was  not  finally 
demonetized  for  another  nine  years  (31  December  1869).  Again  it  is  instructive  to 
look  back  to  the  earlier  trade  tokens  because  it  is  known  that  in  some  parts  of  the 
country  trade  tokens  remained  in  circulation  as  small  change  for  some  considerable 
time  after  their  suppression.  George  Grant  Francis  tells  us  that  “In  the  ‘Swansea 
District’  ...  I  well  recollect  their  remaining  in  currency  ...  up  to  so  late  a  date  as 
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1825”6  The  egregious  TIC  pennies  were  being  found  as  change  in  the  industrial 
valleys  of  South  Wales  even  later  and  for  much  the  same  reason. 

In  moving  over  to  a  bronze  coinage  in  1860  Britain  was  following  the  example  of 
France  which  in  the  light  of  considerable  experimentation  had  formally  adopted  a 
bronze  coinage  in  1852  after  the  proclamation  of  the  Second  Empire.  The  virtually 
identical  module  of  the  French  coins  made  them  a  ready  gap  filler  in  Britain  where  the 
new  coin  of  the  realm  was  in  short  and  unbalanced  supply  and  the  old  copper,  itself 
strictly  illegal  tender,  was  becoming  even  more  worn  and  deteriorated.  Continental 
bronze  at  first  and  chiefly  from  France  but  some  from  Spain,  Italy  and  Luxembourg 
too,  was  to  essay  much  the  same  function  as  the  tokens  of  over  fifty  years  earlier.  The 
rate  of  exchange  then  operating  made  their  import  a  profitable  venture  and  so  many 
found  their  way  into  circulation  that  they  eventually  became  a  thorough  nuisance 
although,  as  Mr.  Scott  pointed  out,  not  recognised  by  the  government  as  such  until 
1886.  The  earliest  newspaper  complaints  about  foreign  bronze  coin  that  Mr.  Scott 
was  able  to  unearth  came  from  the  late  eighteen  seventies.  It  would  be  strange, 
however,  bearing  in  mind  the  numbers  circulating  and  the  often  earlier  dates  of  many 
of  the  coins  if  the  problem  had  not  been  aired  before  this,  especially  in  view  of  the 
staple  value  of  the  penny  and  even  the  halfpenny  at  this  time.  The  eventual  de¬ 
monetization  of  the  old  copper  in  December  1869  and  the  continuing  shortage  of  the 
new  bronze  coin  gave  a  tremendous  spur  to  the  circulation  of  the  foreign  coin  but  a 
search  of  provincial  newspapers  of  the  eighteen -sixties  even  would  be  likelv  to  bear 
fruit.  .  J 

My  belief  that  such  references  to  the  nuisance  of  continental  coin  are  likely  to  be 
found  is,  I  think,  strengthened  by  an  allusion  to  the  problem  in  a  most  unusual  source 
that  I  stumbled  upon  by  accident  some  months  ago.  By  a  happy  chance  while  doing 
some  work  completely  divorced  from  numismatics — a  classic  case  of  serendipity — I 
came  across  an  article  on  a  South  Wales  Mission  Night  School.7  The  article  dates 
from  before  April  1869 — over  nine  months  before  demonetization  and  at  least  a 
month  prior  to  its  proclamation — and  contains  a  fascinating  description  of  the  school 
which  was  one  of  a  large  number  founded  up  and  down  the  country  about  the  mid¬ 
century  to  provide  rudimentary  education  and  moral  improvement  for  “the  many 
urchins  who  used  to  wander  about  the  streets’’. 8  The  work  of  the  St.  Andrew’s 
College,  Swansea  was  “teaching  [the  boys]  to  read,  write,  spell  and  cipher,  by  reading 
something  interesting  from  a  book  or  newspaper,  by  singing  one  or  two  hymns  and 
closing  with  prayer”.  One  passage  in  the  article  about  the  school  provides  us  with  a 
vivid  description  of  the  disciplinary  organisation  which  seems  to  have  been  run  on 
singularly  modern  and  democratic  lines.  Any  case  of  misbehaviour  was  considered  by 
a  jury  of  six  of  the  best  behaved  boys  and  it  is  from  an  instance  of  the  activities  of  the 
“jury”  that  our  information  comes.  The  article  tells  us  that  having  heard  both  sides 
of  the  case  against  a  naughty  boy  the  “jury”  would  bring  in  its  verdict:  “one  par¬ 
ticular  boy  generally  contrives  to  be  spokesman  for  the  party,  and  he  is  pleased  to  call 
himself  the  foreman  of  the  right  honourable  grand  jury.  He  has  somehow  managed 
to  pick  up  a  few  assize  court  phrases  and  delights  to  use  them  on  every  opportunity . . . 
—“May  it  please  you  lordship,  we  find  as  how  the  prisoner  at  the  bar,  James  Evans, 
better  known  as  Tumpo,  is  guilty  to  all  intents  and  purposes  of  the  act,  and  we 
recommend  to  your  lordship  to  pass  a  sentence,  and  inflict  a  fine  of  one  ha’penny, 
such  a  ha’penny  to  bear  the  image  of  our  Sovereign  Lady  Queen  Victoria,  and  none 
of  your  Brugmagen  buttons,  or  French  thing- amy -jigs  with  Bony's  Jong  nose  and 
stachers  on  it;  and  as  this  is  the  third  time  that  he  has  been  fined,  we  beg  your  lordship 
to  dismiss  him  from  the  school,  as  us  don’t  approve  of  him”.9 

This  graphic  view  of  the  poor’s  aversion  to  the  five  centimes  pieces  of  Napoleon  III 
gives  one  some  reason  to  think  that  in  parts  of  South  Wales  and,  at  any  rate  in  a 
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port  town  with  a  long-standing  relationship  with  France  through  its  coal  trade,  they 
were  well-known  as  irritating  ersatz  small  change  even  before  demonetization  of  the 
old  copper  in  December  1869  and  it  would  be  interesting  to  know  of  any  earlier 
references  to  the  problem.

THE  DOCTOR  HEWETT  TOKEN: 

AN  AMERICAN  BONE-SETTER

During  the  early  nineteenth  century,  the  United  States  suffered  two  financial 
panics:  the  first  in  1819  and  the  second  in  1837.1  Many  victims  of  the  subsequent 
depressions  blamed  the  policies  of  the  United  States  Bank  for  the  “hard  times”  and 
some  of  the  opponents  of  this  privately  owned  institution  were  extremely  active  in 
expressing  their  dissatisfaction  with  the  re-chartering  by  the  Federal  government. 
They  used  a  propaganda  device  that  had  had  its  vogue  in  England  in  the  previous 
century.  “Hard  Times”  tokens  were  struck  to  satirize  and  publicize  the  objections 
to  the  Bank’s  activities.  The  tokens  were  almost  invariably  struck  on  planchets  the 
size  of  the  large  cent  and  with  Gresham’s  Law  operating,  they  were  used  for  small 
change  while  the  official  cent  pieces  were  hoarded. 

The  advertising  possibilities  were  quickly  noted  by  the  business  community  and 
“store  cards”  and  “merchants  tokens”  were  struck  in  copper  and  were  widely 
circulated.  Many  drug  stores  advertised  in  this  manner,  but  medical  practitioners 
were  more  restrained.  One  such  token,  used  for  advertising,  is  that  of  Dr.  Jonas  G. 
Hewett.  Very  little  is  known  of  this  individual,  but  an  advertisement  in  the  New 
York  Tribune  of  May  12,  1841,  informed  the  local  lame  and  crippled: 

“Dr.  J.  G.  Hewett,  138  Spring  Street,  near  Wooster,  (formerly  of  Boston), 
Practice  Confined  to  Dislocation,  Sprains,  Hip  Diseases,  Rheumatism,  White 
Swellings,*  Diseased  and  Curved  Spines,  Contractions,  Stiffness  and  Weakness 
of  the  limbs  in  general.  Dr.  Hewett’s  system  is  founded  on  the  principle  of  the 
celebrated  Sweet  of  the  Eastward.  References  given  on  apphcation  to  Dr. 
Hewett.”2 

*  “White  swellings”  refers  to  the  appearance  of  the  joints  affected  by  tuberculosis. 
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He  had  offices  in  several  locations  in  New  York  City,  but  his  store  card  was  issued 
while  he  was  at  68  Prince  Street  during  1841. 

The  identity  of  the  “celebrated  Sweet  of  the  Eastward”  is  a  mystery.  Adams2 
stated  that  the  Hewett  store  cards  were  of  the  same  workmanship  as  the  Ezra  B. 
Sweet  tokens,  but  the  latter  was  engaged  in  the  sale  of  furniture  and  roofing,3  an 
unlikely  tutor  of  orthopaedics. 

The  obverse  of  the  token  informs  us,  “dr.  j.  g.  hewitt  /  bone  setter  /  68  / 
prince  st.  /  new  york.”  The  reverse  repeats  most  of  the  information  in  the  news¬ 
paper  advertisement,  practice  confined  /  to  /  dislocations,  /  sprains,  /  contrac-  / 

TIONS,  RHEUMATISM,  /  WHITE  SWELLINGS,  /  WEAKNESS  /  *  /  OF  THE  LIMBS  C.  C.” 
The  token  is  28  mm.  in  diameter  and  is  known  only  in  copper.  It  is  not  rare,  but  is 
considered  scarce.  Storer,4  in  his  catalogue,  has  listed  “Dr.”  Hewitt  (sic)  under 
personal  medals  of  physicians  while  Brettauer5  has  relegated  the  token  to  its  proper 
place  among  “empiricists  and  quacks”,  but  misplaces  Hewett  to  London.  Freeman6 
sets  the  record  straight.

SHOW  ME  THE  COLOUR  OF  YOUR  MONEY

The  summer  of  1974  afforded  one  of  the  most  convincing  demonstrations  in 
recent  years  of  the  value  that  even  vestigial  patination  can  have  for  the  student  of 
hoard-provenance.  For  more  than  half-a-century  many,  of  approaching  three 
hundred,  Viking-age  silver  pennies  in  the  Manx  Museum  had  been  known  to  be 
wrongly  labelled  as  to  their  origin.  More  than  one  visiting  numismatist  of  inter¬ 
national  repute  had  pronounced  the  confusion  irremediable,  but  many  weeks’ 
careful  scrutiny  of  uncleaned  specimens,  and  of  various  specks  of  adhesions  and 
concretions  lingering  in  the  interstices  of  others,  the  subject  of  imperfect  cleaning  in 
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the  past,  finally  enabled  one  of  the  authors  to  establish  with  confidence  the  hoard- 
provenances  of  virtually  every  Anglo-Saxon,  Hiberno-Norse  and  Hiberno-Manx  coin 
in  the  collections.  Invaluable  in  this  connection  were  certain  coins  of  known  pro¬ 
venance  existing  in  a  still  intact  nineteenth-century  private  cabinet.  The  optical 
matching  of  characteristic  blue  and  green  patches  of  corrosion  proved  particularly 
rewarding  in  the  case  of  the  tenth-century  pennies  deriving  from  the  1866  Kirk 
Andreas  find. 

The  purpose  of  this  present  note  is  to  suggest  a  simple  and  inexpensive  way  in 
which  an  inevitable  element  of  subjectivity  can  be  reduced  if  not  entirely  eliminated, 
and  at  the  same  time  a  permanent  record  made  of  the  patina  obtaining  at  a  particular 
point  of  time.  It  is  true  that  many  of  the  more  concreted — hence  solvent-resistant — 
patches  on  silver  coins  in  particular  are  for  practicable  purposes  stable  under  the 
conditions  under  which  museum-specimens  are  likely  to  be  stored,  but  there  is  no 
formal  guarantee  of  this.  For  an  especially  sensitive  recognition  of  the  problems  as 
well  as  the  potentiality  of  patination  the  reader  is  referred  to  Mr.  R.  B.  K.  Stevenson’s 
remarks  on  pp.  x-xii  of  the  Edinburgh  fascicle  of  the  SCBI  (London,  1966).  Where 
verbal  description  is  concerned  there  must  always  be  limitations  imposed  by  lan¬ 
guage.  Terms  such  as  “treacle  toffee”,  however  vividly  describing  a  particular 
adhesion  found  in  the  case  of  certain  coins  from  the  1894  Ballaquayle  (Douglas)  find, 
are  scarcely  international  in  their  appeal  and  may  cease  to  be  meaningful  even  in  an 
insular  context  as  traditional  tastes  in  confectionery  change  with  the  passing  of  the 
years.  The  problem,  too,  of  adequate  record  is  one  that  may  be  thought  to  take  on 
added  significance  with  the  discovery  of  new  hoards.  It  is  proposed  that  systematic 
description  of  at  least  the  overall  patination  of  the  coins  as  a  whole  should  be  de 
rigueur  when  it  is  a  question  of  treasure  trove  involving  silver  coins  of  the  medieval 
period.  Documentation  on  these  lines  would  seem  particularly  desirable  in  the  case  of 
a  hoard  such  as  that  recently  unearthed  at  Kirk  Michael  on  Man  where  virtually 
every  single  coin  is  critical  and  where  heavy  corrosion  and  the  adhesion  of  scraps  of 
textile  make  laboratory  cleaning  necessary  not  just  on  aesthetic  grounds  but  for  there 
to  be  final  identification  of  the  coins. 

Published  (1966)  by  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society  of  Great  Britain  is  a  standard 
set  of  shade  cards  particularly  appropriate  for  the  reds,  purples,  browns,  blues  and 
greens  most  characteristic  of  the  silver,  iron  and  copper  oxides  and  chlorides  that 
most  frequently  form  on  the  surface  of  medieval  silver  coins,  either  by  contamination 
from  containers  or  associated  objects  in  other  metals,  or  by  differential  leaching  out 
of  the  baser  element(s)  in  the  constituent  alloy.  Accompanying  letter-press  gives  for 
each  of  the  numbered  shades  the  authoritative  and  internationally  accepted  Com¬ 
mission  Internationale  de  VEclairage  numerical  codings.  It  is  suggested  that  these  also 
should  be  printed  in  brackets  beside  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society  number  as  a 
check  on  misprints  when  publishing  the  former.  It  is  suggested  that  at  least  two 
colleagues  should  first  agree  on  the  essential  nature  of  the  distinctive  patination  of  the 
coins  in  their  uncleaned  state.  In  the  case  of  coins  from  Manx  hoards  two  or  three 
fairly  basic  colours  will  usually  be  found  to  preponderate.  The  coins  should  then  be 
taken  singly,  still  by  at  least  two  colleagues,  and  each  principal  area  of  discoloration 
should  be  matched  optically  and  in  daylight  against  the  appropriate  shade-cards 
until  an  approximate  concordance  has  been  reached  by  the  observers.  Laid  on  the 
shade-card  and  likewise  photographed  in  colour  beside  the  actual  coin  are  white 
tickets  inscribed  in  black  ink  with  (a)  the  name  of  the  hoard,  and  (b)  the  R.H.S. 
shade-number.  In  the  experiment  on  wrhich  this  note  is  based  the  camera  employed 
was  a  Japanese  Yashica  TL-Electro,  and  colour-transparencies  produced  using  an 
Agfacolour  CT  18  film.  Ideally,  of  course,  photography  should  be  by  natural  daylight, 
but  overcast  conditions  obtaining  at  the  time  made  it  necessary  for  this  to  be 
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supplemented  by  oblique  lighting  from  an  ordinary  150  watt  bulb.  Even  so  the  results 
proved  reasonably  satisfactory  even  if  aesthetically  disturbing  by  reason  of  white’s 
conversion  into  a  scumble  of  brownish-yellow. 

For  the  purposes  of  this  first  experiment  a  total  of  16  silver  coins  from  seven 
different  Manx  finds  of  the  Viking  period  were  matched  with  a  total  of  19  different 
shade-cards,  the  colours  so  picked  out  being  four  blues,  a  blue-green,  seven  greens, 
five  oranges  and  a  purple.  It  is  perhaps  indicative  of  the  fallibility  of  purely  linguistic 
differentiation  that  the  colour  ‘‘orange”,  for  example,  took  in  a  number  of  shades  the 
untutored  eye  would  have  pronounced  “vermillion”  or  even  “reddish”.  In  much 
the  same  way  what  seemed  “brown”  proved  in  fact  to  be  “purple”,  and  there  can  be 
little  doubt  in  fact  that  the  purely  numerical  values  of  the  R.H.S.  and  C.I.E.  classi¬ 
fications  provide  a  useful  discipline  in  an  area  where  it  is  only  too  easy  to  end  up  with 
a  situation  of  tot  homines  quot  sententiae 

In  the  case  of  the  tenth-century  coins  from  the  1866  Kirk  Andreas  find  recognition 
of  the  provenance  normally  should  not  present  undue  difficulty  inasmuch  as  it  would 
need  the  harshest  of  overcleaning  to  remove  all  trace  of  the  relatively  large  areas  of 
vivid  blue  and  green  concretions  that  are  so  characteristic  of  coins  from  the  find.  The 
blue  on  the  reverse  of  a  Two-line  { BMC  I==North  706=Seaby  637)  penny  of  Eadred 
by  the  moneyer  Mane  which  came  to  the  Museum  in  a  labelled  container  from  the 
Moore  family  (Cronkbourne)  has  supplied  the  following  reading: 

R.H.S.  104b  [C.I.E.  -202  /  -186  /  17-9] 

while  the  obverse  of  a  Two-line  ( B.M.C .  I— North  741  =  Seaby  649)  penny  of  Eadgar 
by  the  moneyer  Grith  was  checked  for  green  with  the  following  result: 

R.H.S.  125a  [C.I.E.  -200  /  -362  /  18-4] 

When  these  figures  are  put  beside  those  recorded  for  coins  from  the  1894  Ballaquayle 
(Douglas)  hoard,  it  should  at  once  be  obvious  that  in  practice  confusion  between  the 
two  finds  is  unlikely  to  exist,  and  this  despite  the  fact  that  a  parcel  from  Kirk  Andreas 
still  in  private  possession  establishes  that  the  two  hoards,  though  of  very  different  size, 
were  of  remarkably  similar  composition  and  so  may  be  supposed  to  have  been 
concealed  at  approximately  the  same  date. 

From  the  1894  Ballaquayle  (Douglas)  hoard  there  was  first  selected  a  penny  of 
Eadgar  of  one  of  the  north-western  varieties  of  the  Two-line  type  {BMC  If— North 
747=Seaby  650  var.)  by  the  moneyer  Manin.  The  source  of  the  coin  is  the  original 
parcel  examined  by  Grueber  at  the  British  Museum  it  actually  figures  as  no.  80  in  his 
1913  Numismatic  Chronicle  account  of  the  discovery.  A  patch  of  blue-green  corrosion 
on  the  reverse  gave  the  reading : 

R.H.S.  124c  [C.I.E.  -294  /  *322  /  66-4] 

while  a  possibly  more  typical  area  of  greenish  patination  on  the  reverse  of  a  coin  of 
the  same  variety  by  the  moneyer  Britfert(h)  acquired  in  1953  proved  to  be  inter¬ 
mediate  between  two  shades,  and  it  is  suggested  that  in  such  cases  the  categorization 
should  be  expressed  thus: 

R.H.S.  131  c-D  [C.I.E.  -245  /  -396  •  11-3 

•250  /  -396  /  20-3] 

Also  on  the  reverse  of  the  Britfert(h)  coin  an  analysis  was  made  of  one  of  the  so-called 
“treacle  toffee”  blemishes,  and  it  proved  to  be  technically  purple  rather  than  brown 
with  a  reading : 


R.H.S.  187a  [C.I.E.  -410  /  -298  /  3-4] 
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What  remains  to  be  achieved,  of  course,  is  the  determination  of  just  how  typical  are 
these  figures  for  Ballaquayle  (Douglas)  coins  generally,  but  There  is  no  reason  to 
think  the  admittedly  small  sample  unduly  biassed.  A  factor  to  be  taken  into  account 
is  the  extent  to  which  fluctuations  in  the  silver  and  copper  content  of  individual  coins 
will  be  reflected  in  the  precise  patination,  but,  if  only  because  of  cross-contamination, 
in  the  great  majority  of  instances  the  overall  pattern  of  discoloration  is  unlikely  to  be 
disturbed  more  than  marginally  at  least  where  coins  from  the  same  series  are  con¬ 
cerned.  Certainly  one  seems  justified  now  in  assigning  without  hesitation  to  Balla¬ 
quayle  the  parcel  of  tenth-century  Anglo-Saxon  pence  with  a  Manx  provenance 
published  by  Mr.  C.  E.  Blunt  in  the  1966  British  Numismatic  Journal. 

In  the  case  of  the  1874  Ballaqueeney  (Port  St.  Mary)  find,  an  obvious  candidate 
for  scrutiny  was  the  Melle  denier  traced  to  a  private  cabinet  by  Mr.  A.  M.  Cubbon 
more  than  a  decade  ago  (cf.  Numismatic  Chronicle  1962,  p.  160).  This  is  now  on  loan 
to  the  Manx  Museum,  so  naturally  has  not  been  cleaned.  The  distinctive  reddish 
staining  rather  than  incrustation — patina  has  an  element  of  texture  as  well  as  colour — 
in  fact  matched  as  two  marginally  differentiated  shades  of  orange  with  readings 
respectively : 

R.H.S.  172b  [C.I.E.  -478  /  -367  /  14-9] 

and: 

R.H.S.  1720  [C.I.E.  -477  /  -375  /  21.8] 

For  the  green  corrosion  also  visible  on  a  proportion  of  the  coins  known  to  be  from  the 
hoard  recourse  was  had  to  a  Three-line  {BMC  II=North  727=Seaby  644)  penny  of 
Eadwig  by  the  Bedford  moneyer  Boiga  which  had  been  associated  with  the  find  ever 
since  the  last  century.  Here  the  figures  run : 

R.H.S.  128a  [C.I.E.  -221  /  *393  /  24-6] 

and  these  reveal  a  coloration  appreciably  distinct  from  that  observed  to  be  character¬ 
istic  of  coins  from  Ballaquayle  (Douglas). 

An  as  yet  unpublished  group  of  seven  Hiberno-Norse  pennies  in  the  Manx 
Museum  with  types  more  or  less  approximating  to  Roth  201  and  202  and  believed  by 
their  1974  donor,  Mr.  Peter  Seaby  of  London,  to  derive  from  a  find  in  the  vicinity  of 
Laxey,  evidence  very  little  patination,  but  on  the  obverse  of  one  there  are  again  traces 
of  a  reddish  staining.  Once  more  this  has  proved  to  be  technically  an  orange  with  a 
reading : 

R.H.S.  173b  [C.I.E.  -483  /  -361  /  21-5] 

This  is  fairly  close  to  the  figures  recorded  for  the  Melle  denier  from  the  Ballaqueeney 
(Port  St.  Mary)  find,  but  in  this  instance  greens  are  entirely  absent,  a  reminder  of  the 
truism  that  it  is  rare  for  coins  from  Manx  finds  to  exhibit  more  than  two  of  the  three 
dominant  colours,  blue,  green  and  orange.  In  any  case  a  century  or  so  seems  to 
separate  the  concealment  of  the  two  finds,  and  their  composition  is  so  disparate  that 
it  is  unlikely  that  confusion  could  occur  in  practice.  The  numismatist  must  never  be 
dazzled  by  science,  and  common-sense  ought  always  retain  its  proper  primacy  in  a 
discipline  that  could  be  deemed  too  prone  to  fashion  carried  to  absurdity. 

One  very  problematic  piece  which  we  thought  it  as  well  to  examine  was  a  Burgred 
penny  by  the  moneyer  Hereferth  of  the  most  common  variety  ( BMC  a— North 
423  =  Seaby  487)  described  by  W.  C.  Wells  as  a  Ramsey  purchase  of  1875  and  sold 
by  him  as  such  to  the  Manx  Museum  in  1925.  This  could  conceivably  be  a  “stray” 
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from  the  completely  dispersed  Kirk  Christ  Lezayre  (Kella  ?)  find  of  1750,  and  it  will 
be  interesting  to  see  if  the  greenish  patinations  of  the  obverse : 

R.H.S.  130b  [C.I.E.  -278  /  -383  /  45-3] 
and  of  the  reverse : 

R.H.S.  134c  [C.I.E.  -292  /  -409  /  48-2] 

find  close  parallels  on  uncleaned  coins  of  the  king  with  known  English  provenances. 
Certainly  the  possibility  still  cannot  be  discounted  that  the  coin  is  of  comparatively 
recent  introduction  to  the  island,  as  seems  almost  certainly  to  be  the  case  with  two 
cleaned  pennies  of  Edward  the  Elder  purchased  by  the  Museum  from  the  same 
English  marchand  amateur  in  1943. 

A  critical  small  hoard  in  the  process  of  publication  and  apparently  unearthed  at 
the  end  of  the  nineteenth  century  on  the  West  Nappin  near  Jurby  included  half-a- 
dozen  Hiberno-Norse  and  Hiberno-Manx  coins  in  generally  poor  condition.  Again 
^  two  distinct  but  related  shades  of  orange  have  been  noted.  Both  the  obverse  of  a 
Hiberno-Norse  penny  of  Dolley  Phase  II  and  the  reverse  of  another  of  Phase  III 
gave  the  match : 

R.H.S.  171a  [C.I.E.  -493  /  -373  /  18-2] 

whereas  the  same  reverse  and  that  of  a  second  coin  of  the  same  class  also  gave  a 
reading: 

R.H.S.  170c  [C.I.E. -445/ -388/ 39-4] 

It  should  be  noted  that  both  sets  of  figures  are  appreciably  different  from  those 
observed  in  the  case  of  the  considerably  later  coin  believed  to  be  from  Laxey  and  this 
must  effectively  dispose  of  any  suggestion  that  the  West  Nappin  coins  could  be  the 
battered  dregs  of  a  hoard  that  ended  with  unblemished  pieces  of  substantially  later 
date. 

Particularly  interesting  in  our  opinion  is  the  1972  hoard  from  Kirk  Michael,  the 
subject  of  a  recent  treasure  trove  inquest  and  the  occasion  in  fact  of  the  present 
investigation.  A  first  sampling  of  the  coins  which  were  very  unevenly  patinated, 
apparently  as  a  consequence  of  some  coins  having  been  protected  by  others  from 
direct  contact  with  the  soil,  suggests  blue  and  green  as  the  dominant  colours.  Those 
who  believe  soil-conditions  rather  than  weaknesses  of  alloy  to  be  major  determinants 
of  patination  will  doubtless  wish  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that  Kirk  Michael  is  not 
all  that  far  removed  from  Kirk  Andreas.  There  was,  however,  differential  patination 
as  between  the  coins  of  different  series,  the  deniers  from  Normandy  generally  being 
f  discoloured  blue  whereas  the  English  pennies  appeared  green  and  it  is  clear  that 
purity  of  the  integral  metal  exercizes  a  very  considerable  influence.  One  of  the 
Normandy  pieces  ( cf .  Poey  d’Avant,  PI.  IV,  13)  gave  a  green  matching: 

R.H.S.  125c  [C.I.E.  »248  /  -335  /  50-7] 
while  another  (cf.  Poey  d’Avant,  PI.  V,  15-18)  registered: 

R.H.S.  129a  [C.I.E.  -232  /  -409  /  26-3] 

and  these  are  readings  that  must  recall  those  already  observed  in  the  case  of  the 
Burgred  penny  from  the  1750  “Lezayre”  hoard  which  it  has  been  suggested  was 
found  at  Kella,  i.e.  just  five  miles  from  where  the  1972  Kirk  Michael  treasure  trove 
came  to  light  and  on  the  extremity  of  the  same  morainic  belt.  For  this  first  sampling, 
too,  three  of  the  later  Anglo-Saxon  pennies  were  likewise  scrutinized.  The  obverses 
of  two  pennies  of  Cnut’s  Short  Cross  type  (BMC  XVI=Hild.  H=North  790  = 
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Seaby  677)  by  the  Lincoln  moneyers  Brihtric  and  Godric  both  gave  two  apparently 
greenish  but  in  fact  blue  readings : 

R.H.S.  104a  [C.I.E.  -181  /  -148  /  9-2] 

and: 

R.H.S.  105a  [C.I.E.  -175  /  -146  /  5-9] 

These  are  satisfying  close  to  the  blue  observed  in  the  case  of  the  reverse  of  the 
latest  of  the  English  pennies  in  the  hoard,  a  penny  of  Edward  the  Confessor’s  Hammer 
Cross  type  (£MC=Hild.  G=North  828  =  Seaby  695)  by  the  Norwich  moneyer 
Thurstan.  Here  the  match  is: 

R.H.S.  102a  [C.I.E.  -175  /  *145  /  13-3] 

Ideally,  of  course,  every  coin  in  a  hoard  should  be  individually  recorded  in  this 
fashion  before  being  sent  to  a  laboratory  for  cleaning,  but  we  recognize  that  this  may 
not  always  be  possible.  The  procedure  may  be  thought  particularly  desirable,  on  the 
other  hand,  in  those  cases  where  it  is  feared  that  not  all  coins  have  been  recovered  by 
the  authorities.  On  Man  there  is  a  classic  instance  of  this  going  back  to  1894  when 
insensitive  official  handling  of  the  Ballaquayle  (Douglas)  hoard  soured  the  numis¬ 
matic  climate  of  the  island  for  half  a  century  and  more. 

In  conclusion  we  would  just  like  to  re-state  the  case  for  our  selection  of  the  Royal 
Horticultural  Society  cards  in  preference  to  other  and  perhaps  more  sophisticated 
charts.  In  the  first  place  they  are  comparatively  cheap,  and  likely  to  be  readily  available 
since  they  are  widely  used  by  keen  horticulturists.  Secondly  they  are  linked  to  the 
internationally  recognized  standards  laid  down  by  the  Commission  Internationale  de 
I’Eclairage.  Thirdly  we  have  found  that  in  practice  they  are  well  adapted  to  the  record 
of  the  particular  range  of  colours  which  we  have  found  to  be  typical  of  the  patination 
of  silver  Viking-age  coins  found  on  Man.  We  would  not  suggest,  however,  that  the 
procedures  described  in  this  note  are  more  than  provisional  and  we  would  welcome 
any  suggestions  for  modifications  that  could  ensure  greater  accuracy  and/or  con¬ 
venience.  It  is  likely  too,  that  the  scheme  is  one  that  could  be  adapted  to  other  series 
with  no  less  benefit,  and  again  we  would  be  interested  to  learn  of  any  developments 
to  this  end.  We  ourselves  have  wondered  whether  it  might  not  have  a  certain  use,  for 
example,  when  it  comes  to  the  recording  of  the  very  wide  range  of  colour  that  can 
be  observed  in  the  case  of  gold  coins,  quite  independent  of  patina  properly  so- 
described.  To  this  end  we  end  our  note  with  the  “match”  observed  by  us  in  the  case 
of  the  only  gold  coin  of  the  Viking  period  in  the  Manx  Museum,  the  solidus  attributed 
to  Louis  the  Pious  which  was  found  a  few  yards  from  the  wall  of  the  present  church 
at  Kirk  Maughold  in  1884.  The  readings  are: 

R.H.S.  17d  [C.I.E.  -417  /  -418  /  72-4]. 

A  QUEEN  FOR  OUR  TIME  1926-1976 

Readers  may  be  interested  to  know  that  the  Commemorative  Collectors  Society  are  staging 
an  exhibition  at  the  Guildhall,  Windsor,  Berkshire,  November  6-20,  1976.  The  exhibition, 
which  consists  of  commemorative  items  in  different  media,  e.g.  medallions,  ceramics,  glass  etc., 
covers  the  major  events  in  The  Queen’s  lifetime  1926-1976.  The  exhibition  is  entitled  “A 
Queen  for  our  Time  1926-1976”  and  readers  who  wish  to  know  more  about  the  Society  or  the 
exhibition  should  contact  the  Secretary,  Mr.  Steven  Jackson,  25  Famdale  Close,  off  Wilsthorpe 
Road,  Long  Eaton,  near  Nottingham.

The  monograph,  written  by  an  expert,  gives  a 
comprehensive  account  of  the  distribution  of  medals  at  coronations  including  the  numbers 
issued,  a  description  of  each  medal  (including  an  assessment  of  its  artistic  merits  and  its 
political  implications)  and  the  historical,  legal,  heraldic,  political  and  religious  factors  which 
influenced  the  design  of,  or  the  decision  not  to  commission,  an  official  coronation  medal.  The 
monograph  will  be  of  interest,  not  only  to  collectors  of  coronation  medals,  but  also  to  persons 
who  have  an  interest  in  the  light  which  these  medals  shed  on  the  history  or  other  contemporary 
influences  of  the  period.

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Rare  coin  starts  a  Treasure  Trove  battle.  A  foreman  working  on  a  South  Shields 
building  site  has  found  a  rare  Roman  coin — possibly  one  of  only  three  others  in  the  world. 
“I  saw  it  gleaming  at  the  bottom  of  an  eight-foot  trench,  turned  a  stone  over  and  there  it  was.” 
The  coin  is  dated  ad  387  and  has  on  it  the  head  of  the  Emperor  Magnus  Maximus,  who  only 
reigned  for  four  years.  It  is  in  near  perfect  condition.  Initials  at  the  bottom  of  the  coin,  av  gob, 
indicate  it  may  have  been  minted  at  a  special  works  set-up  in  London  by  Maximus.  If  this  is 
the  case,  then  there  are  only  three  others  in  the  world,  one  of  which  is  in  the  British  Museum. 
Immediately  the  coin’s  value  was  known,  a  fight  for  possession  began.  South  Tyneside  Council 
is  laying  claim  to  it — because  it  was  found  on  council  land.  Mr.  Leonard  Rumney,  solicitor 
to  the  council,  has  written  to  the  owner  saying  there  is  a  clause  in  the  builder’s  contract  which 
says  any  historical  items  found  on  the  site  belong  to  the  council.  The  coin  might  be  also 
treasure  trove  and  the  British  Museum  says  it  would  definitely  be  interested  if  the  coin  is  as 
rare  as  is  thought.  Magnus  Maximus  was  declared  Emperor  in  ad  383  by  his  own  troops  while 
stationed  in  Britain.  He  immediately  took  his  army  to  Gaul  to  expand  the  empire  and  was 
known  as  the  last  of  the  Romans  in  Britain.  He  became  Emperor  of  Gaul,  Spain,  Britain  and 
Africa,  but  was  defeated  and  executed  when  he  tried  to  invade  Italy  in  ad  388.  In  1912  similar 
coins  were  uncovered  at  Corbridge.  They  do  not  have  the  same  rarity  value  because  they 
were  not  minted  at  the  London  works. — Northern  Echo>  25 th  Afay,  1976. 

Lincoln  Hoard.  A  Hoard  of  2,900  Roman  coins  was  found  in  a  field  at  Grange  Farm, 
Waddington,  near  Lincoln.  The  coins  were  found  by  two  enthusiasts  using  a  metal  detector 
in  an  area  where  Roman  pottery  had  been  discovered  previously.  The  jury  declared  the  coins 
Treasure  Trove  and  now  the  hoard  will  go  to  the  British  Museum.  Mr.  Robert  Carson,  deputy 
keeper  of  the  British  Museum’s  Coins  Department,  said  the  coins  dated  from  ad  309  to  ad  317. 
They  had  a  very  low  silver  content  and  thus  were  debased,  indicating  a  high  rate  of  inflation. — 
Yorkshire  Post ,  25 th  jwie,  1976. 

The  following  coin  was  lost  or  stolen  on  8th  June  at  The  Mohawk  Club 
in  Schenectady,  New  York.  Cistophorus,  Cohen  no.  3,  Mark  Antony  &  Octavia,  EF,  well 
centred  and  sharp,  a  dark  spot  on  Antony’s  lower  cheek.  Weight  11.99  gr.

William  Cooke’s  Medallic  History.  I  would  like  to  comment  briefly  on  Dr.  Michael 
Mitchiner’s  Review  in  Retrospect  of  William  Cooke’s  “Medallic  History  of  Imperial  Rome”  in 
the  May  Bulletin.  This  work  has  been  a  continuing  source  of  interest  to  me  as  a  collector  of 
Imperial  coins,  though  its  reliability  in  view  of  subsequent  numismatic  research  was  obviously 
questionable.  I  therefore  approached  Dr.  Mitchiner’s  review  with  a  good  deal  of  interest ;  a 
scholarly  appraisal  by  a  20th  Century  numismatist,  of  Roman  coins  as  understood  in  the  Age  of 
Neo-Classicism.  Opinions  of  particular  reverses  might  have  been  compared.  For  example, 
the  Decursio  sestertius  of  Nero,  held  by  Cooke  to  celebrate  the  Circensian  Ludi,  and  by 
Michael  Grant  to  represent  the  emperor’s  acknowledgement  of  the  Praetorian  Guard 
manoeuvres;  keeping  well  in  with  Tigellinus.  Or  the  Vehiculatione  Italiae  Remissa  reverse  of 
Nerva,  where  interpretations  also  differ. 

This  was  an  opportunity  to  show  in  what  respects  the  late  fruits  of  humanistic  research  in 
the  18th  Century  hold  up  in  the  light  of  present  day  scholarship,  or  indeed  to  what  extent 
modern  opinion  must  still  differ  to  that  of  two  centuries  ago.  In  sticking  his  neck  out  by  making 
a  value  judgement.  Dr.  Mitchiner  would  have  provided  a  most  enlightening  review. 
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It  turned  out  however,  that  there  was  very  little  reviewing  in  the  article.  Of  the  130  lines 
it  comprised,  no  fewer  than  100  were  given  over  to  a  protracted  quotation  (all  of  seven  pages) 
from  Cooke’s  Introduction.  And  this  quotation  was  almost  entirely  concerned  with  spurious 
material,  with  a  mere  seven  lines  about  the  evaluation  of  Authentic  Roman  coinage.  Dr. 
Mitchiner’s  own  opinion  was  compressed  into  about  30  lines,  most  of  which  was  mere  factual 
description  rather  than  the  expression  of  a  point  of  view. 

Surely  a  book  review  should  be  in  the  nature  of  an  assessment,  and  the  author  should  by 
now  have  formed  his  opinions ;  after  all,  195  years  is  a  long  time  .  .  . — W.  M.  Starr.

NUMISMATIC  SOCIETY  FOUNDED  IN 
PAKISTAN 

The  first-ever  Numismatic  Society  in  Pakistan  was 
founded  on  23rd  June  at  a  meeting  in  Islamabad,  the 
capital  of  Pakistan,  under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  M. 
Yusuf  Buch,  Special  Assistant  to  Prime  Minister  Zulfikar 
Ali  Bhutto. 

The  idea  for  the  Society  was  first  proposed  last 
January  in  a  lecture  in  Islamabad  by  Mr.  William 
Spengler,  U.S.  Consul  General  in  Lahore  and  a  promi¬ 
nent  American  numismatist. 

Mr.  Spengler,  who  was  declared  a  “founder  member” 
of  the  Society,  completed  his  assignment  in  Lahore  as 
Consul  General  on  25th  June  and  returned  to  the  United 
States.  He  plans  to  retire  from  the  U.S.  diplomatic 
service  on  1st  August  and  devote  himself  to  the  study  of 
the  numismatics  and  history  of  South  Asia. 

Other  “founder  members”  of  the  new  Society  are 
Air.  Buch;  Begum  Mumtaz  Rashdi,  Secretary;  Dr. 
Ahmad  Hasan  Dani,  Dean  of  Social  Sciences,  Islamabad 
University;  Air.  Shariful  Hasan,  Director  General  of  the 
Pakistan  National  Centre;  Dr.  Mohammad  Ishtiaq 
Khan,  Director  of  Pakistan’s  Department  of  Archaeology 
and  Aluseums,  Karachi;  Dr.  S.  R.  Dar,  Director  of  the 
Lahore  Museum;  and  Air.  Fidaullah  Sahrai,  Director 
of  the  Peshawar  Museum. 

At  this  first  meeting,  the  Society  agreed  to  invite 
Prime  Minister  Bhutto  to  be  its  Patron.  It  also  named 
Air.  Buch  as  its  President  and  Dr.  Dani  as  Chairman  of 
its  Executive  Committee. 

Plans  discussed  at  the  meeting  included  the  publica¬ 
tion  of  an  annual  Journal,  establishment  of  a  coin 
cabinet,  and  formation  of  a  numismatic  library. 

In  nis  inaugural  speech,  Mr.  Buch  noted  that  Pakistan 
has  a  rich  history  as  indicated  by  the  coins  of  the  region. 
He  regretted  that  proper  attention  had  not  been  paid  to 
numismatics  since  the  country  was  founded,  but  now 
“we  are  determined  to  fill  the  gap”,  he  said. 

Air.  Buch  paid  tribute  to  Mr.  Spengler  for  suggesting 
the  formation  of  the  Society,  and  said  it  should  welcome 
participation  in  its  membership  by  numismatists  from 
other  countries.

The  annual  membership  fees  adopted  are:  Rupees 
20.00  in  Pakistan,  £2.00  in  Europe,  $5.00  in  the  Western 
Hemisphere,  Australia  and  New  Zealand,  and  an 
equivalent  of  Pakistan  Rupees  30.00  in  other  countries. 
Life  and  institutional  memberships  will  also  be  available. 
The  Journal  will  be  sent  free  to  all  members. 

The  Society  agreed  that  the  Executive  Committee 
may  confer  Honorary  Fellowships  on  numismatists 
who  make  outstanding  contributions  in  the  field  of 
numismatics.

The  coins  listed  here  are  all  from  the  same 
source.  It  is  thought  that  they  may  have 
emanated  originally  from  Lancashire  or 
Yorkshire,  the  identity  of  the  issuer 
unfortunately  not  being  known.  The  group 
consisted  originally  of  a  total  of  209  coins,  and 
is  fully  described  by  Michael  Dolley  under  the 
title  A  Parcel  of  Counter  marked  early 
Nineteenth-Century  Farthings  Irish  (Num.  Soc. 
of  Ireland,  Occasional  Papers,  Nos.  1 5-16). 

The  countermark  itself  is  No.  123.  146  in 
J.  Gavin  Scott’s  British  Countermarks  on 
Copper  &  Bronze  Coins  (1975);  Dolley  infers 
that  it  might  not  have  been  stamped  on  the 
coins  until  about  1830.
